— World  peace  can  be  achieved, 
by  the  growth  and  development 
of  world  public  opinion.  But  we 
must  be  warned  that  we  cannot 
depend  on  public  opinion  just 
because  it  is  public  opinion.  Hu¬ 
man  emotions  must  be  balanced 
by  Intelligence. 

As  Ross  puts  it,  “To  the  ignor¬ 
ant,^  unlikeness  is  an  affront, 
non-conformity  an  outrage,  and 
innovation  a  crime/'  These  are 
they  who  form  the  intolerant 
multitude  eager  to  stretch  all 
who  disagree  with  it  on  its  Pro¬ 
crustean  beds.  One  recalls  that 
It  was  such  a  multitude  that  ban¬ 
ished  Aristides,  poisoned  Soc¬ 
rates,  stoned  Stephen,  and  cru¬ 
cified  Jesus.

The  planning  figure  for  the 
entire  program  is  estimated  to 
be  some  $$  million.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  has  authorised  plan¬ 
ning  of  the  first  stage  of  the 
program  in  hopes  that  ooncrete 
plans  and  recommendations  can 
be  presented  to  the  1SS9  Baptist 
Convention.

Bearers  or  barriers!  Which  are  we?  As 
Christians  we  say  we  want  to  bear  the  cross.
